Recommendation  Forms  can  only  be  used  during  the  year 
for  which  they  are  issued.  One  Ticket  entitles  a  patient  to  attend 
the  Hospital  for  three  months  ;  at  the  end  of  which  time  a  fresh 
one  is  required. 

There  are  no  special  in-patient  recommendation  forms  ;  such 
patients  are  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Surgeons. 

No  food  or  intoxicating  beverages  are  allowed  to  be  introduced 
into  the  Hospital  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Matron. 

Friends  of  in-patients  are  allowed  to  visit  them  on  Wednesdays 
and  Sundays  from  2  till  4,  but  on  no  other  day  without  special  leave. 

Out-patients  not  bringing  their  own  bottles  are  charged  3d. 
each  for  large  and  2d.  for  small  bottles.  By  special  arrangement 
with  the  Official  Opticians,  patients  can  purchase  the  spectacles 
ordered  for  them  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 

At  the  first  visit  to  the  Hospital  with  a  recommendation  form, 
patients  are  given  a  card  with  a  reference  number  on  it  :  this 
should  always  be  quoted  when  enquiries  are  made  concerning 
patients. 

This  Institution  being  established  for  the  relief  of  those  who  are 
POOR  AND  UNABLE  TO  PAY  FOR  MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE, 
subscribers  are  most  earnestly  requested  not  to  give  these 
recommendation  forms  indiscriminately.

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Annual  Report 


The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
the  125th  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital. 

The  year  1942  has  been  marked  by  no  special  changes.  In 
our  last  Report  it  was  stated  that  the  aim  of  your  Committee 
was  “to  carry  on  ;  to  be  prepared,  as  far  as  is  reasonably  possible, 
for  any  emergency  which  may  arise,  and  to  serve  the  very  much 
enlarged  public  now  in  the  area  to  the  best  of  our  ability”. 
That  is  exactly  what  the  Hospital  has  been  doing  during  the  past 
year  and  we  hope  to  continue  on  the  same  lines  until  the  end  of 
the  War. 

After  the  War — it  is  difficult  to  foresee  what  will  happen. 
The  Beveridge  Report  and  The  Rushcliffe  Report  are  only ‘two 
matters  which  closely  affect  the  future  of  Voluntary  Hospitals. 
In  this  connection,  it  is  interesting  to  quote  from  a  sermon 
preached  in  Liverpool  Cathedral  by  the  Bishop  of  Riverpool  in 
1938.  He  said  : 

“The  impulse  of  benevolence  lives  and  grows  by  expressing 
itself.  If  the  people  can  take  it  for  granted  that  disease  and 
pain  will  be  soothed  and  healed  by  some  impersonal  agency,  and 
that  they  as  individual  persons  have  discharged  their  responsi¬ 
bility  as  soon  as  they  have  paid  their  rates,  shall  we  not  lose  out 
of  our  national  character  a  great  power  of  compassion  ?  ” 

Some  of  us  are  inclined  to  answer  “Yes”  to  the  Bishop’s 
enquiry.  It  is  realised,  however-,  that  the  Voluntary-  system 
is  not  functioning  in  certain  areas  as  well  as  it  might  be  and, 
while  we  shall  have  to  face  a  complete  re-organisation  after  the 
War,  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  “power  of  compassion”  will 
not  be  lgst  completely.

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The  year  has  established  new  records  as  to  numbers  treated, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  Surgeons'  Report  on  Page  3. 

We  deeply  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  William  Swire  who  for 
many  years  had  been  one  of  our  Trustees  and  taken  the  keenest 
interest  in  our  work. 

The  financial  side  has  caused  your  Committee  considerable 
anxiety  during  the  period  under  review  and  for  the  first  time  for 
many  years,  we  have  to  report  an  excess  of  Expenditure  over 
Income,  the  amount  of  which  is  £380  4s.  6d.  Expenditure  has 
risen  to  a  total  of  £9,852  compared  with  £6,573  in  1938.  The 
increase  is  spread  over  all  items  (except  Administration)  and, 
as  far  as  one  can  see,  is  likely  to  be  greater  in  the  future.  The 
Shropshire  Voluntary  Hospitals’  Association  has  done  most 
valuable  work  and  for  1942  contributed  £3,529  to  our  funds. 
We  should  like  to  express- our  grateful  thanks  to  this  Association 
for  all  they  do  for  the  Shropshire  Hospitals. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  features  of  the  Statement  of 
Accounts  is  to  note  the  increases  in  Subscriptions  and  Donations 
which  are  substantially  in  advance  of  those  for  the  previous 
year.  We  cannot  adequately  express  our  gratitude  to  the 
public  for  so  generously  supporting  us  at  a  time  when  the  demands 
of  the  National  Exchequer  are  so  heavy.

OPHTHALMIC  BENEFIT. 

Most  Approved  Societies  have  adopted  what  is  known  as 
Ophthalmic  (Additional)  Benefit,  under  which  there  are  available 
private  consultations  with  specially  qualified  medical  men,  and 
which  entitles  their  members  to  examination  of  the  eyes  and,  if 
necessary,  to  a  prescription  for  spectacles. 

In  cases  where  a  member  of  the  Scheme  belongs  to  a  Society 
which  provides  Ophthalmic  Benefit,  he  should  consult  his  panel 
doctor,  who,  if  he  thinks  that  the  patient  needs  ophthalmic 
examination  or  treatment,  will  inform  the  patient  how  to  proceed. 

If  the  Approved  Society  to  which  the  member  belongs  does 
not  provide  Ophthalmic  Benefit,  then  he  is  eligible  for  treatment, 
either  as  a  contributor  or  by  recommendation.
